SECRET oF 
FORTUNE TELLING. 


An Austrian Officer, the Baron Von W. 
who served in 1788 wm the war with the Turks, 
lived afew years at B. He was fond of relat 
| ing the various events of his military hfe, and 
} among others the following, which are given 
jin the Baron’s own words 





** In the spring of the vear 1748, T set ont 
| from Miclo.svar, in Pransyhvan i, to conduct a 
|} number of recruits to my regiment, which 
then lay inthe vicinity of Orsown. Ina vil- 
lage near the army lived a gipsy, who carried 
on the trade of a sutler. My new 
who were extremely superstitious, asked her 
to tell their fortunes. fb langhed at them, and 
at the same time held my hand to the gipsy. 
** The 20th of August,” sail she, witha very 
significant air, and without adding another 
syllable. I wished to obtain some explana- 
tion, but she repeated the same words; and 
as | was going away, she called out to me in 
the same tone, ‘the 2Uth of August.’ It may 
easily be supposed that this date remained im 
pressed upon my memory. , 
‘© We joined the army, and shared its fa 
tigues ana dangers, It is well known, i thos 
war the Turks gave no quarters. ‘Ihe cliets 
offered a premium of a ducat tur every head 


warlelnc rs, 


neither Jannissuries or Spahies neglected any 
opportunity of earning this reward, ‘This at 
rangement was particularly fatal to our ad 
vanced post. There was scarcely a night but 
what the Turks came in superior numbers to 
seck for heads, and at daybreak it was often 
found that part of the camp had been guarded 
onty by decapitated bodics. the prince ul 
Coburg resolved to send every night strong 
pique tsot cav alry be y ondthechain ot videttes, 
tor the purpose ot protecting them , these p 
quets were composed of one or two hundred 
men: but the Turkish generals findag their 
troops disturbed in thesr retail trade, sent still 
more numerous detachments agaist our pi- 
quets, which procured them agtuil more con. 
siderable profit. The service of the piquets 
was consequently of such a nature, that those 
who were appouted to perform it always put 
their affuirs in order, previous to ther depar- 
ture. 

* Things were in this state an the month of 
August. Several battles had not changed the 
position of the army. A week before the 
20th, my fortune teller, of whom I had fre- 
quently purchased provisions, again made he: 
appearance. She entered my tent, requested 
me to leawe her a legacy in case I should die 
on the day she had predicted, and offered, in 
case 1 did not, to make me a present of a Lam- 
per of Tokay.

** The 20th of August came, There was 
no probability ef an engagement. It was in- 
deed the turn of our regument to furnish a pi- 
quet for the night, but two of my comrades 
were to go out before me. In the evening, 
as the huazars were preparing to set off, the 
surgeon of the fegiment came to inform the 
commander, that the officer named for the pi- 
quet was taken dangerously ill. The one 
next to him, and who preceded me, received 
orders to take his place; he ad himself 
in haste, and was proceeding to join bis men, 
but his horse, a generally, quiet creature, sud- 
denly began to prance and caper in such a 
manner that he at last threw his rider, who 
broke his leg in the fall. It wis now my turn,

** | commanded eighty men, and was joined 
by one hundred and tw toano: 


ther regiment, uiaking ia the whole two hun- 
dred men. Our posi was about a thousand 
paces in front of the line of the nght wing, 
and we were supported by a marsh covered 
with very high reeds; we had no advanced 
sentinels, but not a man was suilered to leave 
his saddle ; our orders were to remain with 
drawn sabres and loaded carbines till day- 
break, Every thing was quiet till a quarter 
before ten o’clock ; when we heard a neiae, 
which was succeeded by loud shouts of .tldah / 
and in a moment all the horses were thrown 
to the ground, either by the fire or the shock 
of seven or eight hundred Turks! An equal 
number fell on their side, from the impetuosi- 
ty of their charge and the fire of oar carbines. 
pn the confusion that succeeded, 1 received 
cight sabre wounds, as woll from friends as 
enemies : my hopye was mortaly Wounded , he 
fell on my right leg, and p&hned me to the 
ground. ‘The flash of pixols threw a light 


upon the scene of carnage.

1 raised my eyes, pad sa 
fending themselves wth the 
pair, but the Turks, intoxicated with opium, 
made a horrible massacre of them. Very soon 
not a single Austrian was left standing. The 
victors seized the horses that were sull fit for 
service, pillaged the dead and wounded, and 
then began: to @ut off their heads and put 
them into sacks, which they had brought ex- 
presoly for the porpose. My situation was not 
very enviable, In the regiment of Sackler we 
in general understood the Turkish language. 
Theard them encourage each other to finish 
the business before any succors should arrive, 
and not leave a single ducat behind, adding, 
that there ought to be two hundred, Hence 
it appears that their information must have 
been very accurate. Whulst they were pass- 
ing over me, while legs, arms, and balls were 
flying over my head, my horse receiwed one, 
which caused him to make a convulsive mo- 
tion. My leg was disengaged, and t instantly 
conceived the lea of throwing myself, if pos- 
sible, among the reeds ef the morass. 1 tad 
observed that several of our men who had at- 
tempted it were taken; but the firing had 
slackened, and she darkness inspired me with 
hoge. Thad twenty yards togo, but had 
reason to appreliend that I should sink in the 
morass. I nevertheless leaped over men and 
horses, knocked down more than one of the 
Turks, who extended their arms to catch me, 
| and made several blows with their sabres ; 
but my good fortune ant agility enabled 
me to reach the marsh. I sunk in first no 
higher than my knces; in this manner I pro- 
ceeded about twenty paces among the reeds, 
jand there stopped with fatigue. [heard a 
, furk exclaim, ‘an infidel! has escaped ; let us

The patient almost 
always begins thus ~“ About a week ago | 
went out and wet my fret,” &c. or, ** 1 have 
had a good deal of writing. te do lately and set 
up late every nyght over the duet, and have 
taken no exercise,”—“I have been obliged 
to work hard and have over fatigued myself,” 
—** Tate for super last night some patridges,” 
or some such indigestible trash, —** I have had 
my mind worried « good deal of late,”—-* 1 
went into the vapeur bath bout a week ago, 
and it has laid me up ever mnece,” &c. - In al- 
most every case there is some obvious cause, 
which miglt have been easly avoided.
